Washington, March 27. 


The following is the President's Mes- 
e: 

To the Senate of the United States :-— 
I regret that the Bill entitled ‘*Anact 
to protect all persons in the United 
States in their civil rights and to furnish 
the means of their vindication,”’ contains 
provisions which I cannot approve, con- 
sistently with my sense of duty to the 
whole people, and my obligations to the 
Constitution. 

By the first section, all persons born 
in the United States, and not subjects of 
any foreign power, excluding Indians 
not taxed, are declared citizens. This 
provision compreliends the Chinese of 
the Pacific States, Indians subject to 
taxation, gypsies, as wellas the entire 
race designated as blacks, people of col- 
or. negroes, mulattoes, and persons of 
African blood. The bill does not prc- 
pose to give these classes any status of 
citizenship of States, except that which 
may result from their status as citizens 
of the United States. The power to con- 
fer the rights of State citizenship is just 
as exclusively with the several States as 
the power to confer Federal citizenship 
is with Congress. The right of Federal 
citizenship thus to be conferred on sev- 
eral excepted races is now for the first 
time proposed to be given by law. If, 
as claimed by many, all persons born 
in the United States are alreadv citizens, 
the passage of this act cannot be neces- 
—— to make them such. If, on the oth- 
er hand, such persons are not citizens, 
as may be assumed from the proposed 
legislation to make them such, the grave 
question presents itself, whether, when 
eleven of thirty-six States are unrepre- 
sented in Congress, it is sound policy to 
make out the entire colored population 
and all other excepted classes, citizens ? 
Four milljjon of them have just emerged 
from slaVery into freedom. Can it be 
reasonably supposed that they possess 
the {requisite qualifications to £ entitle 
them to the privileges and immunities 
of citizenship? Have the people of. the 
several State expressed such convic- 
tions? It may .'so »@ asked whether it 
is necessary. that they sucuic be declar- 
ed citizens in order that they may be s¢- 
cured the enjoyment of the civil rights 
proposed to be conferred by this bill.— 
hese rights are by Federal and State 
laws secured to all domiciled aliens and 
foreigners, even before naturalization, 
and it may be safely assumed that the 
same enantments are sufficient to give 
like protection to those for whom this 
bill provides. Besides, the olicy of 
the Government has always been: that 
persons who are strangers to and unfa- 
miliar .with our institutions, should 
pass through certain probation. | 
This bill in effect discriminates against 
a large oumber of intelligent and wortby 
foreigners. and in favor of negroes to 
whom, after long years of bondage, 
avenues of light and intelligence has 
just been suddenly opened, by pro 
ing to make tbem citizens at once. The 
first section also cootains enumeration 
righte enjoyed. to make and en. 
‘force eontracts, sue and be sued, give 
evidence, inherit, purchase, lease, se}), 
hold or convey real estate and personal 
roperty.and to have full and equal 
enefit of ali laws the same as white 
eitizens, and: ¢e-be subject to.tbe same 
puvishbment, pains and penalties com- 
mon with white citizens and to none 
other.

subject embraced in the enumeration of 
Mhts conferred by this bi'l bas been 
considered exclusively as ‘belongiog to 
States. If Congress can repeal State 
taws, discriminating in these subj-cte. 
why may it not repeal ail State 
in suffrage? The object 
of the second sééfion is'to afford dis- 
criminaling protection to colored per- 
sons, by imposing penalties upoo mem- 
bers of the Legislature who may pass 
such laws, aud upon Judges or officers 
who may attédipt to exeress them 
This invades the dominion of States, for 
which tbere is po warrant and for whjc 
there is no necessity. Ido not conte 
plate such conflicting legislation as the 
bill seems to contemplate, as likely to 
occur, as to render it oeovasafy to adopt 
ineasures of such doubtful constitution- 


ality.

Congress derives its power to transfer 
to Federal tribuoals certain classes of 
cases described in this bill. It may be 
assumed thitits authority is incident to 
the power granted to Congress by the 
second article lately adopted in the 
amendment, but it cannot be justly 
cluimed as foltowing from tbe conclud- 
ing paragraph. 


The merits. of tke bill areofraught 
witb evll. Tbe white race 


race have hitherto lived together under 
the relation of master and slave, capital 
owning labor. Now that relutien is 
changed and a new adjnatment beiog 
made in which both are deeply interest- 
ed in making harmonious. This bill 
frustrates udjustment; io fact distinc- 
tion of race and color is. made to oper- 
ate in favor of the colored and against 
the white race. It interferes with rela- 
tions existing exclusively between a 
State and its citizens It is an assump. 
tion of power by the General Govern- 
ment, which, if acquiesced, must tap and 
destroy our Federal system of limited 
powers, and break down barriers which 
preserve the rights of States. It is an- 
other step or ratber stride towards cen- 
traliza'ion. The tendency of the bill 
ianst be to resuscicate the apirit of re. 
bellion and to arrest the progress of 
those influences which are more closely 
drawing. uround States the bonds of 
union and peace. 

Entertaining these sentiments, it only 
remains fur we to say that I will cheer- 
fully co-operate with Congress in any 
meusure that may be necessary for the 
preservation of the civil rights of freed- 
men as well as those of otber classes of 
persons throughout the United States by 
Judicial process, under equal and im- 
nartial laws, or conformably with the 
positions of the Federal Constitution, 

I now return the bill to the Senate, 
and regret that in considering the bills 
and joint resolutions, forty-two in num- 
ber, which have thus far been submitted 
‘for my approval, I am compelled to 
withhold my assent from a nd meas- 
ure that has received the sanction of 
both Ilouses of Congress.
